SUMMARY 

A new species of monogeneans, Dactylogyrus caucasicus sp. n., is described. The spe¬ 
cies was found on the gills of Alburnoides bipunctatus eichwaldi from mountain parts 
of the Kura river and A. bipunctatus rossicus natio kubanicus from the Kuban river.
